I n the early nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, certain skills were 
deemed absolutely essential 
to the development of an art¬ 
ist’s career. Among these 
were draftsmanship, an un¬ 
derstanding of the nude 
figure, and a knowledge of 
classical mythology and the 
Bible. Recognition in the con¬ 
temporary art world also re¬ 
quires a certain set of skills. 
Among these are the ability to 
compose without represent¬ 
ing nature and a talent for 
developing meaning without 
resorting to ‘’literary content.” 
In several salient respects 
Christopher Pekoe can be 
seen as a paradigm of the 
young painter of the later half 
of the twentieth century. His 
recent show—which was also 
his New York debut—dem¬ 
onstrated an artist well versed 
in both the puissant formalism 
and the stripped-down content 
of mainstream contemporary 
painting. His working method 
and his search for self- 
expression within that method 
are not so very different from 
many other artists across the 
country. What makes Pekoe’s 
work different is exactly the 
same thing that makes the 
work of any good young artist 
different: He is extremely 
talented at what he does. 

Pekoe exhibited some fif¬ 
teen works: seven airbrushed 
paintings and eight pastel 
drawings. In both cases his 
working procedure is similar 
and focuses, essentially, on 
composition. The physical 
beginning of the paintings is 
the process of selecting and 
cutting out certain shapes, 
textures, or colors that appeal 
to him on an intuitive level. 
These shapes are the building 
blocks of his art and appear 
over and over in his works. The 
shapes are taken from high- 
quality magazine illustrations 
found principally in the pages 
of fashion publications. Over 
the past few years the artist 
has developed a set of these 
shapes that, for the present, 
are sufficient for . his pur¬ 
poses. Pekoe develops a 
painting by first creating a 
composition using the cut¬ 
outs. These collages are then 
photographed and projected 
onto either canvas or paper 
where their outlines are 
traced, and they are either 
painted with an airbrush or 
colored with pastel chalk. This 
technique involves two sets of 
assumptions that are un¬ 
thinkable outside of the con¬ 
text of modern art: They use

the collage process instead of 
drawing as their basis and 
they gladly go to popular 
sources as a rich mine of col¬ 
ors, textures, and shapes. 

One important point about 
this process is that it prevents 
certain problems that might 
otherwise occur. In both the 
paintings and the pastels it is 
obvious that Pekoe is very 
adept at achieving a sensuous 
surface quality that speaks 
eloquently of the nature of 
acrylics and chalk. The danger 
involved in this sort of vir¬ 
tuoso ability is equally ob¬ 
vious. The paintings risk par¬ 
taking too much in the slick 
quality of the magazine il¬ 
lustrations from which they 
derive and the pastels risk be¬ 
ing too caught up in the 
seductive properties of the 
medium itself. Pekoe avoids 
this by making the creative 
process a matter of composi¬ 
tion, not application of pig¬ 
ment. This step taken, he can 
literally indulge himself in the 
physical aspects of airbrush 
and chalk. The result is a 
series of paintings that flaunt 
their surfaces while studious¬ 
ly investigating the elements 
of composition. It is quite im¬ 
possible forsanyone who loves 
painting to not be charmed by 
the artist’s subtle handling 
of both acrylics and pastels. 
For this reviewer it is the 
velvety depth of his rich 
bjacks and cold blues that is 
most seductive, but his other 
colors are equally sensuous. 
However, for Pekoe the de¬ 
velopment of a sensuous sur¬ 
face or a vibrant color is 
almost a given. The challenge 
of these works rests in the 




development of compositions 
that work. What makes them 
work is determined by how 
well they answer two re¬ 
quirements: pure formal in¬ 
terest and the containment of 
meaning. 

Each work in the show ex¬ 
hibits what can only be 
described as a studious at¬ 
titude to design. Assuming his 
own abilities at applying pig¬ 
ment, Pekoe tests out the 
nuances of composition. A 
smooth, metallic shape will 
serve as a support for one 
composition or provide a 
dynamic movement for an¬ 
other. By using the same 
shapes over and over again, 
the artist begins to recognize 
the essential qualities of that 
shape and can better use it in 
a design. It is fundamentally a 
learning process for the artist. 
Each work deals with a new 
and different aspect of com¬ 
position and, because it is in 
the realm of composition that 
they strive to go beyond 
themselves, it is there that 
they either succeed or fail. 
Just what success or failure 
means with Pekoe’s art is 
another question,,a question 
that involves the meaning of 
these* undeniably "beautiful 
works. 

As with many artists work¬ 
ing with airbrushes, Pekoe 
began by painting pictures in 
a Photo-Realist vein. These 
earlier works tended to rely 
too much on the presence of a 
human figure for a subtle 
undertone of meaning. The 
challenge of the artist’s newer 
work is to develop a method 
for expressing meaning 
through totally non-objective

means. It is not, of course, a 
matter of literary meaning. 
These are not program paint¬ 
ings. What Pekoe is after is an 
abstract, formal language that 
will enable his pointings to 
contain his thoughts without 
actually representing them. 
His titles—such as Dark Lady, 
Red Rose Speedway, or Paleo 
W//7C/ —hint at private, per¬ 
sonal meanings, yet these 
titles are not meant as clues 
for the viewer to decipher his 
meaning^ The titles are there 
to remind the artist of what 
emotion, what thought, the 
painting is meant to contain. 
How well the works contain 
that meaning is something 
that only the artist can 
answer. The point is that 
Pekoe is using non-verbal 
means to express his feelings. 
One may justifiably argue that 
there is nothing so unusual 
about this., Certainly Kan¬ 
dinsky, for one, attempted 
something similar. However, 
we do modernism a disservice 
by saying that what Kandinsky 
tried to do is somehow 
“usual” now. Kandinsky 
himself certainly never suc¬ 
ceeded in creating a new for¬ 
mal language. The task has 
simply proven to be very dif¬ 
ficult. And, finally, it must rest 
with an entire generation of 
artists to discover what can be 
said with the visual language 
of the abstract. Christopher 
Pekoe, with his extraordinary 
technical gifts and his in¬ 
vestigation of the expressive 
properties of composition, 
can be a very important 
member of that generation.
